Under  no  circumstances  shall  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana  be  or  be  held  responsible  for 
any  sum  or  sums  due  from  the  said  property  owner  or  owners,  or  for  the  payment  of  any  bond  or  bonds, 
except  for  such  moneys  as  shall  have^^een  actually  received  by  the  City  from  the  assessments  for  such 
property  damages  as  said  City  is  byf^ove  entitled  act  required  to  pay.  All  proceedings  had  in  the  making 
of  said  improvement,  assessment  of  property,  collection  of  assessments  and  issuance  of  bonds  therefor, 
shall  be  as  provided  for  in  said  above  entitled  act  and  all  amendments  thereto  and  supplement«t^  thereof. 


All  Streets,  lots  and  lands  affected  by  the  above  described  opening  are  situated  in  th6 
northwest  quarter  of  Section  One,  Township  30  north.  Range  12  east,  and  lie 
wholly  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wavne.  Indiana.
